He explained 
that in the past the I.S.S. had taken 
part in relief for students in de- 
vastated areas of the world but 
that at the present some people felt 
that relief should be given to stu- 
dents in Canada as well.

President Colin McCallum, told 
the Daily after the meeting that he 
had no intention of calling a meut- 
ing in the near future but that It It 
became obvious that a meeting was 
wanted then he would be very glad 
to call one.

Object to College Prices 



Berkeley, California — (Special) 
—Since the University of California 
cafeteria opened over a year ago, 
its management and the local res- 
taurant owners have been greved 
at each other. 

Basis of the on-again, off-again 
battle has been the cafeteria price 
Jiedule, jvhlch runs lower than 
MKjot the private operators. 
3?Wè pay . taxes to support the 
t University, iy[id we don't think it's 
filr for^-,tHè^.Ùnlvcrslty to put us 
ou: of busihots overnight," was' the 
way one restaurantcur put it. 

Cafeteria Manager R. H. Nedder- 
sen feels differently. "Those boys 
are still doing pretty well for them- 
selves. And it's our Job to five the 
students the best food we can at 
the lowest possible - pricet," Ned- 
dersen said recently.' 

The row hit its peak last Spring, 
when the Berkeley Restaurant 
Owners association registered ob- 
jR'.'tions with the State Board of 
Equalization over, the- cafeteria's 
tax exemption. 

Jules Voergè, president of the as- 
sociation and owner of the Jules' 
Creumery chain, charged that the 
ca/olcria was catering to the gcn- 
etal public. Therefore, he said, it 
•huul^ be required to collect the 
three per cent state sales tax re- 



quired of privately owned restau' 
rants. 

(Under state law, the safeteria 
was entitled to a tax exemption if 
it served only students, faculty 
members and University and ASUC 
e.T.ployees.) . ikt^Êà 

. Neddersen and the UniversitFaO' 
ministration countered that the 
cifeteria was intciided to serve only 
these people who had legitimate 
University connections. However, 
they added, it was Impossible to 
search every patron^fbr. a registra- 
tion card or prevent' loaning of "ID"' 
cajds. ■" •■- " • . 

A spot checic of cafeteria patrons 
last Spring showed that about 1 
per cent of the 'customers were not 
University personnel. Neddersen 
most of these were students' wives. 

After various attempts to find a 
foolproof, method^ot ))arrlng illegal 
dinew,^ .théoiiiaiiigement bowed to 
Mtaiirant owners and began 
ri^g state sales tax. 
■ At ' the pointi .ti ièlÉ con t roversy 
began to die down^^^TÎtrrestaurant 
owners still aren't happy, but they 
feel they have exhausted possibili- 
ties of legal action. 

Jules Vocrgc told the Dally Call- 
fornlan. "We're still griped that the 
prices up there dre so much cheap- 
er than ours."

Camera Club 
Holds Meet on 
Contact Prints 



The process of contacting was the 
subject of an address given last 
night by the president at the first 
meeting of the Camera Club, held 
in the cafeteria of the McGill 
Union. . 

Before the lecture, the président 
Introduced the club's ex^iSve 
elected from the remaining five 
members of the club last year. They 
are Bob Bishop, president, Joan 
Shepherd, secretary-treasurer and 
Peter Hail, publicity agent Prof. 
Sproul who has been with the 
club since its beginning was also 
present • 

Bishop explained how the image 
on thejiegative was exactly the op- 
posite uTthc object that' was taken 
The negative is placed on sensitive 
printing paper In a printing frame^ 
then it Is exposed to the light the 
length of the exposure depending 
on the density of the negative. The 
printing paper . Is then placed In 
the developing solution, from there 
it goes to .the stop: solution and 
finally, It is placed into the fixer 
solution. The paper Is then washed 
and the result Is a positive print 

In contact printing the print Is 
the same size as' the negative 
Equipment used are a contact prin- 
ter or a printing frame, '3 trays, 
fixing, stop and developing solu 
tions. Bishop said that at the pre 
sent time photographic equipment 
and materials are very costly. 
™He then called on everyone to 
stand, and introduce themselves. 
There were members from many 
different countries. It is- pouible 
for members to rent cameras from 
"'^iiîlÎPii^^'r'" PC'lod of one week,

The new members, were then con 
ducted on a lour through the club'i 
darkroom In the basement of the 
Union. A member is allowed to use 
the darkroom for periods of one 
hour. The club provides all the 
equipment except the piper, which 
the members themselvel must pro- 
vide. 

■ The rest of the meeting was taken 
up with the registering of new 
members and the serving of re^ 
freshmenta. The membership fee is 
one dollar, which allows the 
member a discount at 2 Montreal 
photo shops. . ^ ■

Victoria,— (Special) — Provincial 
Department, of Education officials 
are happy about the fact that last 
year 92 per cent of the University 
of British Columbia graduates re- 
mained in Canada. Of these, 82 per 
cent remained In British Columbia. 

Hon. W. T. Straith, Provincial 
Minister ', of ; Education, made this 
statement- yesterday at a meeting 
of the KIwanIs Club at the Empress 
Hotel. 

He was speaking in connection 
with a club program, staged In.co- 
operation with the "Vancouver 
Board of Trade's B.C. Products 
Bureaus Vhidi honored a group' of 
Lowers Vancouver Islancl'^students 
who i^jlawards In ah essay con- 
test bi^^^^ritlsh Columbia job

CONTEST VALUABLE 

Such a contest, the education 
minister said, was extremely valu- 
able In giving students "advance 
knowledge" of jobs and positions 
within business and industry of the 
provhice wlUcb the]r;.wUl mostUke- 
ly enter after' leaving ^claiurram^^^ 
Special tribute was paid the Van- 
couver organUation in this regard. 
There were approxiniately 60,000 
students in the junior and senior 
high schools in the province, he 
added, and of tbls total.one 'out of 
every four participated in ''thiè re- 
cent job study essay contest He 
noted the B.C. Products Bureau 
of the Vancouver Board of Trade 
made available $3,000 annually, for 
bursaries' to winners of the annual 
eissay contest . .• 

When it came io encouragement 
toward vocational training, British 
Columbia was "way out In front" 
as compared with other provinces 
of Canada* Mr, Straith said. 

He noted the Department of Ed- 
ucation was offering considerabfe 
assistance to students of the prov- 
ince. A sum of $40,000 was set aside 
annually, , he reported, , toward as- 
sisting, children' of fInaodaJy ' han 
dicapped war veterans in educa 
tlon advencement 
In addition, the province contrl 



buted each year $30,000, to which 
the Federal Government added a 
similar amount toward general 
"outright" assistance to British Col- 
umbia students. A total of $40,000 
Is also provided annually by the 
Government of British Columbia 
for long-term loans to students of 
the Province. 

CITES DIFFERENCES 
Special attention was being given, 
the minister added, toward the cul- 
tural . advancement of British Col- 
umbia- atudcntsr*Ê.%"''*:""-V"' 

"Learning how to live, and how 
to make a living arc two different 
things," he remarked. ' 

Each year $100,000 is provided by 
the Ooverninent of British Colum' 
bia for students "at the . university 
level." 

Mr. Straith said every effort was 
being made by his department to 
supply the particular type of classes 
most beneÔdal^j^airlous^;Gentres 
of the Provlnc^He'^itcd a ^âibol 
near Nanaimo where special classes 
are available to students wishing to 
learn fundamentals of the logging 
business. , 

SHIPRinUDING CLASS 

At North Vancouver there Is a 
class for young men interested in 
the shipbuilding and repair Indus 
try, while another school at Dawson 
Creek enables studies of agricul 
ture and Bgri^yUuralicquIpment 

The Department of Education was 
attempting to establish classes in 
agriculture at appropriate centres 
of the Province which would en 
courage students to stay on the 
farm. As It Is now, he said, grad- 
uates of such classes usually wind 
,up away from their farms and in 
some white collar job. 



U.B.C. Bans 
All Sororities 
From Sports 

Vancouver. — (Speclai)— Soror- 
ities, at the University of British 
Columbia have been barred from 
entering teams in women's sports 
on the campus. 

This decision was made recently 
by the ,student-directed Women's 
Athletic Directorate reportedly 
under pressure from a member of 
the faculty. 

Basis of the ban,, according to 
reports, is that if the well-organ- 
ized sororities compete, they would 
soon take over control of women's 
sports. 

Panhellcnlc, the governing body 
of all sororities, when approached 
by thé directorate, had favored 
participation in women's sports, 

Most sorority women felt the 
plan would be a good way of pre 
venting members from spending 
hours smoking and drinking coffee 
In tho cafeteria, favorite meeting 
place of most campus sorority and 
fraternity members. 

Carol MacKinnon, WAD presi 
dent introduced the plan to admit 
sororities in the hope that club 
participation in women's sport; 
would arouse more interest in an 
almost forgotten field of women's 
activity on the campus. 

Her plan has been scrapped now 
and women's sports will continue 
under the old system of interfaculty 
competition, with the addition of 
student clubs chartered under the 
Alma Mater Society.

Toronto— (Special) — _Conserva- 
tion should boitiie sole function of 
an Ontario government department, 
with a senior member of the cab- 
inet at its head, a. University of 
Toronto brief presented to tBe nine- 
man legislature conunittee on con- 
servation declared. 

The brief was 'signed' by A. F. 
Coventry, professor of vertebrate 
embryology; G. B. Langford, pro- 
fessor of mining geology, and OJF, 
Putman, . associate professor of 
geography. 

At present, conservation comes 
under the Department of Planning 
and Development, which also has 
responsibility for town planning, 
trade anad Industry, anad immigra 
tion. The brief did not recommend 
a ncwigqyernment department be 
set iip.'^ Rather, it suggested Plan- 
ning and Development be relieved 
of Its other functions. " 

Conservation soon .will ..be* a 
major aclivlty of. the government 
and now Is the time to recognise 
this and' brgiuilu Yor iÇ the brief 
said. < It also '^d ii' eoiiservation 
deparimentvshbnU^ have as its 
minister a senior' member of the 
, cabinet and a deputy minister of 
senior rank. These are absolute* 
ly essential in order that co-ordin- 
ation at all levels of the admln- 
Utration may be done effectively, 
It added. 

A third ° recommendation ' was: 
"Other departments of the. go vern- 
ment should organize specialized 
conservation agencies, which will 
plan and execute projects In their 
specific fields, as a part, of a co- 
ordinated conservatioiumgram." 

Hie aetlvity of^*^t?»pSiKncial 
government on conservation, since 
the Department of Planning and 
Development was set up in 1944, 
has been commendable, , the brief 
said. The interest of the people 
has' been aroused and the machin- 
ery for can^lng^out' conservation 
programs -hÙ|bjH^^^UbUshed, ' 

•'Unlwi hovwvor,^It added, "the 
programs arc Implemented, the 
whole ^fXort will be abortive. A 
final push Is required, at this time 
to capitalize on the' excellent prog- 
res that has been' made. ' 

It suggested the planning and de- 
velopment department would be 
the best fitted for the task, Jt 
has the nucleus of a staff trained 
and experienced in overall con-, 
servatlon work. It has, through 
establishment of conservation au- 
thorities, created an important link 
between the provincial government 
and those interested in conserva- 
tion. 

It has won the confidence of the

North America and Europe. 

The student bodies of the various Canadian 
universities represented at the I. S. S. seminar 
held last year in Germany and the seminar held 
this^ycar in Holland, hqvc profited to the extent 
tliiit their representatives have written and spok- 
en extensively on the conditions and the outlook 
of people in Europe as they observed them. 

Perhaps the best indication of the prestige 
which 1. S. S, has gained for Itself is the fact that 
the provincial governments, the Canadian Coun- 
cil for Reconstruction through UNESCO and the 
British Control Commission of Germany have 
contributed considerable turns of money to the 
work of I.S.S. 

The Students Executive Council has expressed 
considerable interest in liic work of I. S. S. and 
we think the council and the student body in 
giving strong support to I. S. S. would be back- 
\ng an organization which has proved conclus- 
ively tiiat it can make a very important con- 
tribution to international understanding.

see thai federal subsidies to Canadian uni- 
J^vcrsities are back in the news. Dr. H. J. Cody, 
former chancellor and president of the Univer- 
' 'ally of Toronto, has suggested federal subsidizing 
Lof;UniverEities by establishing more scholarships 
I'for students. Wc believe this to be only a 
[i partial solution of current school problems. 
In a brief submitted to the Royal Commission 
'■.■X on The Arts, Letters, and Sciences, last summer, 
l'u tile universities pointed out quite dearly that 
,tliey could not hope to function properly on 
^present student fees. For example, it takes $1600 
^ii'Vycar to train medical etudchts. The fee is 
around $500. Obviously the discrepancy must 
i:,be met from some other source. But the other 
f^gqurccs, revenues from endowments and provin- 
£^ cial grants, have not been sufficient to more than 
|l cover minimum operating costs. And the thrce- 
. & 'per-cent-of-rcvcnue dominion research grant is 
scarcely adequate to maintain the many research 
b'riprojects that arc being carried out. 
*^ '.So, if wc understand Dr. Cody's scheme cor- 
rectly, in giving more scholarships to young Can- 
^v^adinns, wc arc indirectly aggravating the already 
Ifaciite financial situations at universities. 

It is apparent, especially in view of the fad 
.{'.rtlint the province can give no further aid, that 
. >^Jj, there is a need of a straight federal grant to the 
fcuniversities themselves. Of course, such a lug- 
jvgcstion always brings sinister prophecies of fcd- 
.jj-fii^a! domination of schools, curricula, students, 
il^Srtc. Such has not been the case in tlie provin- 
^>^peiàl secondary schools, < and would not seem 
^â^4'ngerou8 in this case.

This does not im- 
ply it if necessary to go to university to be a 
well-rounded citizen — it merely restates the 
fact tliati in this world of technical epccialiia- 
tion, the university graduate is best equipped 
to serve. 

Service possibly that is the key-note on which 
the true value of Canadian universities, and the 
subsequently imperative need of adequately fin- 
ancing them, may be brought home. Canada 
needs every well-trained man she can get. Our 
country is crying for development — by Cana- 
dians. Not all graduates are aware of just how 
much public money has gone into their education 
— however many students, not of that^class, 
strongly feel that their awareness of the silua^ 
tion can best be shown by working for the public 
welfare. 

Surely, if the students who receive Dr. Cody's 
scholarships could also be persuaded to under- 
take to work for a number of years for that same 
public welfare, the average ^Canadian could see 
a tangible good resulting from the federal sub- 
sidization of universitiea, which The Varsity t^-

Mr. Editor, 1 feel that this is an 
action that should^ noi.ibe: allowed 
without public protestT^Censbrship 
in the arts, and particularly the 
motion picture, has lately been the 
subject of much^ discussion.

Film 
censorship in general, and the 
banning of "Oliver Twist" In par- 
ticular, are simply part of the 
question that must In every demo- 
cracy be answered: "Whore shall we 
limit our (rccdoni, and how much 
shall we allow ourselves to be gov- 
erned, to conform tp .the interests, 
desires, or even whims,' of any 
minority, however large or small?" 
This is an issue that we have not 
the moral right to avoid, and, what- 
ever our decision, it should be made 
consciously rather than be estab- 
lished by default. Unless we speak 
out now we shall soon find that 
the choice is no longer ours. 

My concern in this matter, Mr. 
Editor, comes from my conviction 
that democracy does not mean the 
existence of innumerable petty die 
tatorships in/plae^or the totalitar- 
ian one. As'l^wouid 'not presume 
to choose for anolhcr, so 1 must 
protest the presumption of others 
who would choose for me. This is 
something that I resent most deep- 
ly and can not accept willingly.

Third Political 
Party Held 
Necessary 

That there is a definite place for 

third political party in Canada 
was the opinion expressed yestcr 
day by. Professor Frank R. Scott 
of the Law Faculty, at a meeting of 
the C.C.F. Club In the union. 

His talk, entitled "Why a, Third 
Party," dealt with the origin of the 
major political parties and follow 
ed their history up to the present 
day. Professor Scott noted that 
the interests of the C.C.F. party 
were' farming, labor, and middle 
class, thus making the party gen- 
uine and distinct from the two oUi 
er parties— the Liberals and .Con- 
servatives. 

According to the speaker, the 
reason for a third party is that in< 
terests, which are at present unex' 
pressed or inadequately expressed 
shall be properly voiced. He said 
that the C.C.F. which he consider 
ed as being the logical contender 
for' the third party position, favors 
rejection of the Marxist concept 
of the State as being the executive 
arm of the capitalist class, and the 
placing of the State as an instru- 
ment of power whlcli majority 
groups could capture by democrn- 
tic means.
